Lord Rose- 
berry will preside, and It is fully ex- 
pected that Mr. Asquith, Mr. Balfour 
and all the premiers of the dominion 
will 
attend, ;as 
well as the other 


guests from over-sea Parlaments. 
It seems that nothing has been de- 


..cided so far as regard to 'the venue of 
the banquet of -welcome. 
There will, 


however, be a general consensus of 
opinion that it should be held if possi- 
ble in Westminster hall, which. Is in- 
deed the only building in 
London 


which is entirely appropriate to such 
a gathering. 
Westminster hall .has 


been the scene within the last few 
years of more than 
one ' historical 


banquet—«the luncheons given in hon- 
or of the officers of the French fleet 
in August,'1905, and to the delegates 
attending 
the fourteenth conference 


of the inter-parliamentary union 
in 


July, 1906, and that given to the pre- 
miers of the over-sea dominions 
in 


April, 1907, all fresh in the memory. 
It is certainly to be hoped that the 
permission may 
be 
granted in the 


present year-for the use of the hall on 
the occasion of unique importance in 
the development of the British em- 
pire.

The name of the princess 
royal was then brought forward, but this 
has now likewise been dropped, as has 
the other suggestion that Queen Alexan- 
der should be invited to act as regent. 
The sons will be at college.

CHARACTER NOTES. 


A bill presented by one liberal and six 


labor M. P.'s makes compulsory the giv- 
ing of character notes. The bill previews 
that every employer shall give to every 
parson leaving his employment upon ap- 
plication character note in writing as to 
his or her general conduct and compe- 
tence while in his employment. 


This means that there will be no more 


confidential letters from one mistress to 
another about servants, or from one firm 
to .another .about their clerks. Copies 
"win have to.be kept and supplied when 
desired. Anyxempioyer who violates the 
law or maliciously makes false statements 
respecting the character or competence 
of tho applicant in such certificate or 
character note shall be liable to sum- 
mary conviction to a penalty not exceed- 
ing: $125. One purpose of the proposed 
bill Is to prevent blacklisting of em- 
ployes.

hold an'd -was clinging to the rock with 
his hands. 
Coastguard Noad was quick- 


ly lowered over tho face of the cliff and 
clasped Swinstain just as his grasp of 
the rock was: falling through exhaustion. 


Both were drawn up by Chief Officer 


Hunt, and a number of willing assist- 
ants. 
Swinstaln was exhausted and un- 


able to stand and stimulants had to be 
resorted "to" before he could be revived.

at the expense of Germany.

their oyes have for some time been 
turned toward Mexico, which they sus- 
pect the United States is trying to an- 
nex, when a suitable opportunity shall 
arise, but a« they have 
had to admit 


themsohvos that they would be unable 
to interfere even should their suspicions 
come true, they have turned their at- 
tentions to Morocco, which they accuse 
Franco of having- thrown into a state 
of revolution for selfish purposes. 


Only a few days ago the leading news- 


paper of this antiquated and reaction- 
ary party , "Die Kuerz Zettung," in an 
editorial headed 
"The 
Beginning of 


French Intervention," made the bold as- 
sertion that the situation at Fez was 
really "by no means as critical as French 
anil Spanish newspapers state, and that 
there was good reason to believe that 
the revolt among the tribes was main- 
tained -Artificially by French agents, just 
as the Mexican rebels wero thought to 
be encouraged and supplied with arms 
by the Americans. 


TO SEND TROOPS. 


The paper stated that .France's deci- 


sion to eend four battalions of colonial 
troops into the Shawla district was only 
the first stop towards an intervention, 
for which that country possessed, no val- 
id mandate either by virtue of the Act 
of Alffeciras or any other agreement. 


To support its accusations it published 


a letter from an anonymous German res- 
ident at Tangier in which it was stated 
that French can at any moment st!r up 
an insurrection among the tribes with 
the help of her agents and thus produce 
a. situation in which Europeans are ap- 
parently and have a reason for interven- 
tion. 
This correspondent declared that 


a universal 
conviction 
prevails among 


the Germans at Tangier that the Mo- 
roccan question will shortly bo 
defi- 


nitely decided. 
The Sultan rules Mo- 


rocco, ho says, and France rules the 
Sultan. 
The latter is an excellent in- 


strument in tno hands of the French, 
and -whether he- will suppress the rising 
or not depends entirely on the decision 
of the French. The Germane, the corre- 
spondent adds, were delighted to learn 
that their foreign secretary, Herr von 
budget commltteo of the Raichstag that 
the Act of Algeclras was In existence to 
prevent 
Morocco from being seized by 


any one power. 
But what Is tho dif- 


ference, ho asks, between the annexation 
of 
Morocco by France and indirect do-

AH these suspicions of other nations 


are really an attempt on the part of the 
conservative press to throw dust into 
the eyes of all the people at home and 
tvert their attention from the fact that 
conservative misrule has brought Ger- 
many face to face with, a bloodless revo- 
lution, which will make its first appear- 
ance in an immense defeat for the gov- 
ernment at the polls in the coming elec- 
tions,. unless something happens abroad 
to convince the voters that a change of 
government at the present time will be a 
calamity to the cotmtry. 


The liberal press, on the other side, 


loses no opportunity In pointing out that 
the future will bring1 unexpected victo- 
ries to the Socialist party.

New York Satisfied With New 


Minister to Portu- 


gal. 


(By MARGARET WATTS DE PEYSTER) 


NEW YORK, May.6.— In the appoint- 


ment of Edwin V. Morgan, of New York, 
as minister to Portugal, President 
Taft 


has made a selection that appears to 
give much pleasure to those who spend 
much time abroad. 


Morgan has risen rapidly in the dip- 


lomatic service. He was secretary to-the 
United States commissioners to "the Sa- 
rooan Islands In 1S99. Following that ha 
was appointed secretary of the legation 
In Cores. There ha remained until March, 
1901, when he was appointed second sec- 
retarj- .of the embassy at St. Peters- 
burg. He returned to this country from 
Russia with' the secretarj' of the em- 
bassy, Mr. Pierce, who had been ap- 
pointed third assistant secretary of state. 


Morgan was Secretary Pierce's confi- 


dential clerk for three years, and in 1904 
was made consul at Dalny, but this pre- 
vented him from taking charge of the 
affairs of this new post. As a result of 
this' he was made minister to Corea. 
"When the state department, late in 1905, 
decided to. abolish the Corean embassy, 
Japan having taken over the country's 
diplomatic affairs under the protectorate, 
Mr. Morgan was appointed successor to 
Herbert G. Squires as minister of tha 
United States to Cuba. 


Morgan was born In Aurora, N. Y., in 


1865; graduated at Harvard in 1S90. After 
studying in Berlin he returned to Har- 
vard as an instructor In history 
He was 


a member of the faculty college, Cleve- 
land from 1895 until he received his ap- 
pointment as secretary to the Samoan 
high commission.

force. 
And the "town" part of the 


club represented the moneyed element, 
which chose Berkeley as a place of 
residence. 
And the club offered a 


meeting place of interest. 
Like the 


Ebell.Club, the Town and Gown Club 
has always felt itself an aristocratic 
organization. 
Its bars have not been 


easily let down. 
It has announced 


with pride that it was a center of cul- 
ture. 
But nobody knows better than 


the directors of both clubs that cul- 
ture as a factor waxes ever more dim. 
In pioneer club days women did not 
go to college, so they banded tdg.ether 
for mutual study,' and Shakespeare 
classes swept over the land 'and the 
"Browning craze" was a part of every 
club's regime. 


The sections 'in all the clubs are 


very poorly attended and the real or 
intellectual impetus Is sadly lacking. 
A woman's club no longer exists for 
purely personal-reasons of higher cul- 
ture. 
Women have 
outgrown that 


phase of existence. 
So all Is not 


serene in such clubs as the Ebell and 
the Town and Gown clubs.

Ebell Club .the board- of directors re- 
cently refused to Instruct its delegates 
in any way in regard to suffrage.

comes the literature that has for its 
motif that romance that has brightened

But so small—so small, that 
is, when compared with the seeds oi a watermelon I once came 
near raising. Never was such a melon seen before or since. 
It would have furnished a slice for a million people, I imagine, 
had it grown to its full capacity. But it didn't. And therein 
lies a story which I shall now unfold, for the possibility of a 
man being killed by a growing watermelon in itself is a good 
story. You understand, of course, that this melon of which I 
«peak was no ordinary melon. 
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Old Stan Petit,.when traveling in a country never heard of and where the people are great fanners, secured 


some wonderful watermelon seed, a few.of which he brought back to me. I took them out to my farm. Early that 
spring I spaded np my truck garden, and at the last moment bethought myself of the seed. 


Well, when the garden was in shipshape for planting I sauntered out with these watermelon seed, and sowed

melon. Through this the cow, bawling lustily, rushed, I followed her up closely. But so rapidly was the melon 
growing that as we ran in it, enormous seeds, hard but light, had grown an8 were dropping upon the floor. 


So.large were these seeds that with a few of them I constructed quite a neat stall for the cow to stand in

BRUSSELS, May 6.—The suit of Prin- 
cess Louise, daughter of 'the late King 
Leopold, against the Belgian state, for 
the recovery of about J10.000.00U vested 
by the lato sovereign in. what was term- 
er! tho Mcdcrfullbach fund, will begin in 
the Brussels civil tribunal Monday. 
It 
Is probably one of the largest suits and 
one of the most Interesting ever brought 
Into the courts of Belgium. The amount 
Involved in the suit is now claimed by 
the Belgian state as forming a conceal- 
ed portion of tho Congo assets, which 
should have reverted to the Belgian gov- 
ernment. 
The plaintiffs deemed it nec- 
essary to reinforce their legal advisers 
on the matter, the barristers Leclerque 
and Hnussens, by outside 
assistance. 
The state has called to the aid of legal 
talent at home three of the most «min-, 
ent barristers from each of three coun- 
tries. They are a German Itiwyer, Herr 
Laband; a:Dutch one, M. Asser, and a 
French one.

Independence is a Long 
"'". Time Coming. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—In 


an interview Manuel L. Queson, one 
o£ the resident commissioners of the 
Philippines has made a bold demand 
for Philippine independence, declaring 
it is high time the United States made 
good its promise of thirteen years ago 
that they would be held as -wards only 
till they were fit for self-government. 


Queson 
was chosen by the Philip- 


pine Assembly, being the unanimous 
choice of all parties. 
"When 
the 
people of the United 


States came Into contact with the Fili- 
pino the first time," 
he said, 
"the 


only thing he knew about them was 
that there were some uncivilized 
peo- 


ple in the mountains and the United 
States took for granted that all the 
rest of the islands were more or less 
In the same condition. 
"President McKinley's investigating 


committee 
found that the Filipinos 


were as fit to govern 
themselves as 


were the people of Cuba, to whom In- 
dependence was given immediately.

government 
of the 
United 


States pledged itself before the whole 
world that in governing the Philippine 
Islands 
the welfare of the Filipino 


should be given consideration and this, 
I regret to say, has not been the case. 


"The high-salaried positions are oc- 


cupied by American citizens and only 
the minor and ,unimportant ones are 
given to natives'.

"The 
more "American capital-is In- 


trenched in the Philippine Islands the 
more difficult will it.be for-the United 
States to grant our independence be- 
cause the American Interests will de- 
mand of Uncle Sam that he -remain 
there and protect them.

She Is Advocate 


Right to Mark Ballot 


at the Polls 


"Why I Am a Suffragist," 
by Mary j 


Austin, author of "The Land of Little 
Rain, '"The Flock," "The : Basket'"Wom- 
an," and "The Arrow Maker." 


(Written for THE TRIBUNE.) 


The reasons why I have become ai 


active suffragist can be gathered easily 
under three heads. Theoretically, I have 
always believed that the responsibilities 
and privileges of government should rail 
equally on all intelligent adults, but it is 
only within the last 'two: or thre'e years 
that I have realized the Importance of all 
women working together, to bring this to 
pass.'. Tile considerations' which first le'd 
me to these conclusions are 
neai1 and 


personal, growing out or tne conditions 
in which T have in the last twenty years 
engaged with reasonable success, in var- 
ious sorts of occupations open to women, 
including that of housewife, I began life 
RS a young woman fully convinced of 
what I had been taught in the pulpit and 
in tlie press and by private precept, that 
woman is a particularly privileged indi- 
vidual; that in surrendering her rights of. 
political equity with man, she had re- 
ceived Jn exchange for them a protection 
from practical disadvantages which was 
due. to her precio.us .condition of woman- 
hood. I never doubted this at all when 
I Began, but'I know -now that it .is not 
only a social fallacy, but a falsity. 


PROTECTION FROM TOIL. 


The only protection that a woman re- 


ceives other than the general state of so- | 
ciety at the time provides, is the protec- 
tion from toil. The only man from whom 
she receives it is one who loves her— 
husband or father, or perhaps a brother, 
and she only receives it so long as nls 
competency in the business world malc-js 
it possible. 
The large majority of men 


are totally unable' to protect their wives 
frrtm toil or from the anxiety incident <o 
poverty, and society at large makes no 
provision against it at all. This anxiety 
and the possibility of. overwork 
over- 


takes' a woman In her own Home quite, as 
readily as in the'schoolroom or the fac- 
tory. 
When a woman is forced .to enter 


the industrial world, if this theory of pro- 
tection v/ere true, she would have a right 
to expect, in any question mat arose be- 
tween herself and a man worker, to re- 
ceive the balance of consideration.

as a matter, of fact, it acts in a manner 
directly opposite. •

' Now I believe in the sacred function of 
woman.

hold sacred, but I -believe

practical rather than a sentimental basis, 
and I believe In womanhood suffrage as 


a means of establishing the protection 
of women with justice and judgment. 


The second reason la really a pendant 


of the 
first. 
It - is founded on the 
ob- 


servation of travel vand study that the 
highest types of- civilization keep a di- 
rect ratio to the status of women. 
This 


is so commonplace a .conclusion that-it 
seems hardly necessary to go into it. 
The standards of public morals, of sex 
behavior and education are directly re- 
lated to the part women play in civil 
life. 
In making observations of primi- 


tive life, 
to which the nature of my 


work leads me, it Is often important to 
ascertain whether the tribe in question 
is in a normal condition of growth or is 
In a state of arrested development. 


RELATIONS OF TRIBAL LIFE. 


The surest way to determine this is 


to examine the relations of women to the 
tribal life. 
The restriction of woman to 


Her function as a female, merely 
as 


against her function as a member of 
society Is the invariable sign of debased 
or arrested civilization. 
The number of 


women so cut off from active participa- 
tion in world life Is beginning to be". - 
conspicuous feature of our great Am- 
can cities. 


The last and most urgent of. my reasons 


for believing In 
and 
being 
active 
In 


bringing womanhood franchise to pass is 
that this ls the only way in which woman 
can recapture her ancient right to share 
In the governance of the • world and its 
highest cultural activities. 
The social- 


ization of labor has- carried outside of the 
domain of the home so many of the 
world's industries' upon wnich the home 
depends, that the ballot ls absolutely in- 
dispensable to women who wish to exer- 
cise an intelligent supervision over tho 
food supply, the educational interests and 
the ethical welfare 
of 
their 
children, 


iho ballot is the only means by which a 
woman can count as an integral part of 
the world's activities, and yet remain 
within the walls of her own home. 


PRIVILEGES REMOVED. 


There was a time when the home was 


an Industrial center, and the mistress of 
it exercised an 'influence on the supply 
of food, of textile fabrics, both quality 
and design, and had direct supervision 
over the education cf the young-. 
The 


rapid rate at which these privileges have 
been taken away from tier nave left the 
woman little but the cliorce or abandon- 
ing the home in the pursuit of her share 
of the world's Industry or sending her 
;wit and interest out after it1 :n me shape 
of tho ballot.

It is worth noting In this connection 


that woman's willingness and capacity to 
bear children have wanec in proportion 
to the shrinkage of her productive labor 
I look to the privilege of the vote with us 
implication of power to re-establish the 
vivifying currents of world-life, to keep 
womankind fit for -her normal function.

While an- effort has been made to hold the lid 


down very tight on the meetings of the directors and • 
committees, the echoes of these assemblages may be 
heard throughout the city.

poses, of the big international fair." 


Efforts are being made to' counteract this move- 


ment charged to De Young, who is fighting with all 
his well-known persistency; for the Golden Gate Park 
site, ;The; supporters :-of the Harbor View site say that 
the}' believe they will secure,a revearsal of.the Secre- 
tary of Wear's ruling arid that their favorite location 
for the exposition will yet be chosen. 


To General. De Young's activities are laid the de- 


feat of W. H. Crocker for president of the exposition 


1 and 'the same source is accused of causing the shelv- 


ing of R. B. Hale, who also was a candidate for the 
presidency. In short GeneralDe Young is rightfully 
or wrongfully accused of being the* cause of all the 
disappointed ambitions—and . they are many—in con- 
nection with the preliminaries of the exposition to 
date.

As a result the fray has become very bitter, the 


' acrimony increasing day by day until now, within the 
walls of the directors' rooms, the contest is said to 
have been concentrated as "between Harbor View and 
Merced Rancho, or, anything to beat De Young and 
Golden Gate Park. 


The internal emuete is reported to be so pro- 


nounced that the outcome as between De Young and 
his opponents is being watched with deep anxiety by 
all taking an interest in'the promotion of the exp'o- 
sit-ion and fears are expressed lest this bitter fray 
leave scars that will be lasting and to the damage of 
the great international fair. 


In the meantime General De Young is modestly 


awaiting the victor's crown of laurels, while the exec- 
utive-committee, is confronted -with an accumulation 
of options on Harbor View property which, should 
that site .fail of resurrection, will be charged to the 
profit-and-lass account of the exposition. 
A Patronage., War 
: 


The distribution of state .patronage is an absorb- 


ing question among the local politicians at the pres- 
ent time. As the largest assortment of political pie 
available .is on the city front, under the "new Harbor 
Commission, the eyes of the faithful campaign work- 
ers are turned longingly toward the bilge-water sec- 
tion of San Francisco. 
The indications are that even 


the smallest tart in this collection of political pastry 
will not be overlooked by those-seeking seats at .the 
counter.

And there <s a deuced row over the:apportionment 


of this same patronage. Not the least conspicuous of. 
the places over -which there is a scrimmage is that of 
Chief Wharf inger^ now held by ThomaS A. Hender. 
Governor- Johnson'ris said to favor the appointment of 
State Senator Dick Welch to this place as a reward 
for his activities in the cause of reform legislation 
and also in token of his marvelous acrobatic feat in 
changing from the support of Spalding to Works for 
United States Senator. 


But the local Republican organization, particularly 


as represented , in 'the county committee, is not fully 
appreciative of Welch's gymnastics and have in mind 
Angus G. Boggs, vice-chairman of the committee, a 
man whom they believe to be a much better all-around 
political athlete than is Welch, which is 
certainly

So bitter is this contention that threats of a free 


fight are made should Welch be chosen. The bitter- 
ness has reached a degree that has caused the circula-

city/has informed--the Governor that if Welch is given 
this office, he, Sanborn, will be in the center of a fight 
against Johnson's political' supremacy in San Fran- 
cisco. 


Sanborn hails from the Thirty-fifth district and 


belongs to a political faction that defeated the Welch 
contingent of. that section in" the last campaign, and 
consequently are 'particularly incensed at even the 
suggestion of Johnson selecting Welch for a much- 
desired patronage plum. 
Commissioners Involved 


So bitter ha£ this fight for patronage become that 


it "has extended to the harbor commissioners them- 
selves. Out of it has grown the report that Marshall 
Hale, president of the board, has or will, resign thai 
office.

Much of the. trouble is traced to Al McCabe, Dem- 


ocrat and private secretary to Governor Johnson. It 
is said to have been McCabe who-paved the way for 
the selection by Johnson of J. J. Dwyer, another Dem- 
ocrat, for a member of "the.,commission.

It was one of the most 
brilliant speculation coups ever pulled off by a man on 
this coast. The get-rich-quick mania then' took pos- 
session of the man. He planned to make a million, but 
went the way of 999 men out of every 1000 who keep 
at the game. Adverse markets swallowed up his 
$160,000. In desperation, he used $125,000 of his cus- 
tomers'money, to try and recoup. All was lost. 
Imposter Prospered 


. The genuine Sir H. Lyiich-Blosse of Ireland and 


Lady Lynch-Biosse are visiting- the city. The baronet 
heard long /ago of "the fellow who impersonated him 
out here several years before the. fire, and ascertained 
some additional facts along the same lines since arriv- 
ing in 'the city.

The action of a jury in Superior Judge Cabaniss' 


court this week declaring Jacob Rudolph insane recalls 
the days when he, Colonel Joseph Cochrane and Jere- 
miah Driscoll were a trio of powerful lieutenants of 
Buckley, the blind boss, during the heyday of his politi- 
cal power in this community. They were the go-be- 
tweens in many of Buckley's deals with prominent 
men and big corporations. 
For many years Buckley 


was credited with being able to tell who a man was 
once he heard his voice. Some credulous people even 
accepted as fact the tale that he could call a man by 
name once he heard his footsteps. Buckley could, of 
course, tell,who some men were by. the sound of their 
voices. It was only a few and they were men who fre- 
quently met him. There was nothing strange about 
such a'thing. It was due to the adroit m'ampuiations 
of Rudolph, Cochrane and Driscoll that the story 
gained much currency that Buckley could tell any man 
by his voice. Their manipulations were simple. These 
men were always -with him. If anybody desired an in- 
terview or if anybody was approaching, one or the 
other world whisper to the "blind white devil," as he 
was known to the Chinese, the name of the man and 
something about him. Then when the man was in his 
presence and spoke, Buckley would call -him by name 
and 'nonchalantly say 'something pleasant about his 
business, friends and whatnot. 
The unthinking—and 


there were lots of them—would marvel at what they 
considered Buckley's acute sense of hearing and phe- 
nomenal memory. The blind boss, of course, would 
not call a man-by name the first time he met him. Ever 
Afterwards," however, he was shrewd enough to do so, 
thanks to-the whispered directions of his lieutenants. 
This reputation of Buckley's-traveled all over the coun- 
try and no'doubt added to his power. - 


Cochrane died some ten years ago. Driscoll, who 


has a small fortune that he made on the race tracks 
here .and in the east, is living quietly in this city. One 
of his properties is the Driscoll apartrrfents on Geary 
street, said to be worth $90,000. He was a maker of 
horse collars before he entered politics with Buckley. 
He fled from the city in the nineties along with Buck- 
ley and Sam Rainey, when the Wallace Grand Jury, 
with H. H. Scott as elisor, was impaneled. When that 
jury was quashed Driscoll came back from Canada 
and began to make money on the races in Chicago. 
Rudolph has now little or no money. 


Buckley is living here and is being led aroflnd 


town by Captain Nealy Davis, a former deputy sher- 
iff. A banker tells me the former blind boss is worth 
fully a half a million. O'rie of his properties is a large 
building on lower Market street.

who were glad to shake his hand in his days of power 
still talk to him, but they comprise only a few of the 
many of those days.

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NLESS P. C. Frederickson is elected 


Commissioner No. 4 next Tuesday, 
Oakland will be guilty of the dishonor- 
able thing of repudiating a solemn 
pledge given to the annexed district 
before the annexation election, by the 


Mayor and other administrative officers of the 
municipality and leading officers and members 
of the civic organizations in the city as it then 
existed, that in the event it would unite in the an- 
nexation of a Greater Oakland it should be rep- 
resented in the governing body of the consolidated 
municipality. 
The people of Oakland endorsed 


the compact unanimously. They, therefore, as- 
sumed the responsibility of the fulfillment of the 


pledge. 


The question which they must determine, 


consequently, and answer at the polls next Tues- 
day is, Shall the obligation due the annexed dis- 
trict be honorably paid or dishonored? 


That question must be answered chiefly by 


the citizens of Oakland as it existed before annex- 
ation, for those residing in the territory east of 
the former- eastern boundary line are a unit in 
favor of the election of their only candidate for 
representation in the new form of government to 
be inaugurated July 1, under the new charter, and 
that candidate is one of the oldest residents.and 
business men in their district—one of its most 
highly respected, most capable, influential, experi- 
enced and trustworthy citizens-one who has al- 
ways stood and labored in the front rank for pub- 


lic betterments and the advancement of com- 
munity interests, namely, P. C. Frederickson. 


The annexed district contains approximately 


five thousand voters. The voters of the older 
part of Oakland pledged themselves, through their 
endorsement of the pledge 'given by the Mayor 
and other leading members of the present ad- 
ministration and the representations of the most 
important and influential of the city's civic bodies, 
to give the annexed district fair representation 
in the government of Greater Oakland, if the dis-.. 
trict would consent to be annexed. 


Let the fact be impressed on the minds of 


every voter within the old lines of the city that 
the five thousand voters in the district annexed 
performed their part of the agreement. 
It was 


through their votes that a Greater Oakland was 
made possible. Let the further fact be still more 
deeply impressed upon the minds and consciences 
of the voters residing within Oakland prior to an- 
nexation that the call is now made upon them to 
perform their part of the contract. It is true 
that the contract is not legally'binding and cannot, 
therefore, be enforced by any court process; but 
it is morally as binding as any contract ever en- 
tered into between individuals or between one 
section of a community and another. But surely 
the public conscience is not seared and the moral 
sense so blunted in the main body of the com- 
munity that it will, having accomplished., its pur- 
pose, repudiate its own part of the obligation?: 


The annexed district has nominated as its 


citizen, P. C. Frederickson. 
While adroitly op- 


posing his' candidacy, the Enquirer bears this 
testimony to his high character and ability: "Mr. 
Frederickson is an estimable, capable and honest 
man." It might have added considerably more 
to his qualifications to hold a .commissionership 
in the new government without straining the truth 
in the least. But the'tribute paid to Mr. Fred- 
erickson suffices. What more is asked or is 
needed in any man in the office of a Commis- 
sioner than being "estimable, capable and hon- 
est?" Has any other candidate superior qualities 
of mind and character and administrative ability? 


If the annexed district had nominated a can- 


didate possessing none of these essential quali- 
ties, or one possessing them only in a moderate 
degree, then there might have existed a semi- 
valid excuse for the rest.of the voters of the city 
to have repudiated the nomination and the agree- 
ment on which it was based, on the broad ground 
that the pledge given did not bind them to ac- 
cept a candidate who would not honor the city 
at large or be a credit to the section putting forth 
his candidacy. But that is not the case. This 
is what I. Harrison Clay, president of the Oak- 
land Chamber of Commerce, has to say on this 
point, when summing up the action taken by the 
voters of the annexed district and the character 
of the candidate selected by them: 


"They have presented a candidate, P. C. 


Frederickson, for -Commissioner Wo. 4. I know 
him well, having served with him in the Chamber 


candidate for Commissioner No. 4, its foremost 
of Commerce. I know he is honest, efficient and 
industrious. I know he has the welfare of the 
whole city of Oakland at heart. Having present- 
ed to us such a candidate against whose qualifi- 
cation nothing can be truthfully urged, is it not 
the duty of the citizens of other sections of Oak- 
land to give him their support?" 


Every voter in Oakland who endorsed the 


agreement made between the representatives of 
the annexed district and the representatives of 
the municipal government and the civic bodies, 
namely, that in the event of annexation carrying 
the day, the district should be fairly represented 
in the ijovernment, shou 
!rJ be influenced by the 


same high sense of honor that actuates Mr. Clay 
to urge making good the pre-annexation election 
promise as a means of cultivating a friendlier 
feeling than the opposition to Mr. Frederickson's 
candidacy has created and cementing all parts 
of the city into one harmonious whole, "so that 
in future Oakland will be spoken of, not by sec- 
tion, as the old city, and the annexed district, 
but as Greater Oakland." But more important 
than all is that Oakland's word of honor when 
given shall be shown to be as good as any gilt- 
edged bond. 


That the moral sense and the sense of honor 


are not dead in Oakland can be demonstrated 
on election day only by the fulfillment of the. 
pledge to give the annexed district representa- 
tion in .the government through the casting of an 
emphatic majority in favor of Frederickson for 
Commissioner No. 4. 


Rich Harvest for California Fruit-Growers 


The Springfield Republican claims to have recognized authori- 


tative expert information that the Pacific Coast prune crop this year 
will yield 200,000,000 pounds, 180,000,000 pounds from the Califor- 
nia orchards against 80,0000,000.pounds, the output of last year, and 
20,000,000, pounds as the output of Oregon. These are the only 
I wo prune-producing States on the coast. 
The annual prune con- 


sumption of the United States is 80,000,000 pounds and the export 
demand is placed at approximately 40,000,000 pounds, which leaves 
;: surplus in this year's crop of 80,000,000 pounds, for which a market 
will have to be created or a large stock carried over to next year. 
Possibly these expert estimates were made before the nipping frost 
of last month occurred, which may have made necessary a material 
reduction in them, although the original estimate of damage done to 
orchards and vineyards throughout the State was grossly exagger- 
ated, for it turns out that but little damage was really done by -the 
visitation of Jack Frost in any part of the State. 
The raisin arid 


table grape crop, for instance, in the San Joa.quin valley has not suf- 
fered more than a small percentage of the damage originally re- 
ported. The same applies to other fruits. Indeed, the crop of all 
kinds of fruits in this State this year promises to be unprecedentedly 
large. But big, as it is, the fruit-growers are going to make lots of 
money out of the-harvest, for the home consumption will be greater 
than ever before and the outside .markets will have to rely, from, all 
accounts, chiefly oh California for their supply, as the eastern fruit 
Tops are reported this year a failure. 


A Kansas Congressman has introduced a remarkable bill for 


the preservation of the lives of migatory birds, basing it on the pre- 
sumption that it comes under the operation of the Interstate Com- 
merce act. The special feature of the bill is a provision prohibiting 
the killing of birds flying across the State lines between January 
10 and August 15 each year, the p'enalty for the first offense being 
a fine of from $100 to S1000, and for the second offense imprison- 
ment of not less than thirty days nor more than six months. Of 
course, such a bill has no chance of becoming law, no matter how 
meritorious its object may be. In the Pacific States, for example, it 
would put an absolute stop to wild duck shooting and the" exclusive 
sportsmen's clubs have such a grip on that industry that they would 
tight its passage tooth-and-toe-nail. 


Smuggling in the Army and Navy.- 


The system which Port Collector Stratton inaugurated some 


time ago requiring all officers of United States warships entering 
ihc harbor from foreign ports to submit an honor schedule of the 
dutiable goods on board which he would accept as a basis of assess- 
ing the duties to be paid and dispense with the customary search 
of the vessel, has met with the approval of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and is now operative in ever}' customs port in the United 
States. 
' 


There was a time when the officers of both the army and the 


navy were exempt from an examination of-their personal effects by 
custom house inspectors and the ships of the navy passed in and out 
of the harbor to and from foreign ports without being subjected to 
a starch for dutiable goods. As men sworn to defend the honor of 
the flag and the government they were supposed to be above en- 
gaging in the unlawful and dishonorable business of smuggling. 
Port collectors treated them as gentlemen, too high-minded and 
honorable to descend to such petty meanness as to cheat the gov- 
ernment in whose service they were employed by evading the pay- 
ment of duties on goods brought in their ships from foreign ports. 
The customs service trusted to their honor. No warship entering 
the harbor from a foreign port was boarded by a custom-house 'of- 
ficer. 
Customs inspectors passed without search Tor contraband 


ihe baggage of all United States officers coming in from foreign 
ports on passenger liners. 


Following' the Boxer, Philippine and other Oriental wars,'the 


customs service made the sensational discovery that the trust in the 
honor of the officers of the army and the navy was misplaced. The 
bulky baggage of incoming army officers on passenger steamships 
and United States army transports excited the suspicion of the cus- 
toms inspectors, and a superficial examination exposed an attempt 
to smuggle large quantities of valuable'Oriental merchandise and 
works of art without payment of the heavy duties imposed on them 


by law. .

The officers of the United States navy were caught smuggling 


red-handed while landing dutiable Oriental merchandise by the ton 
on the wharves at Mare Island Navy Yard. The bond of honor be- 
tween the customs department and the army and navy was there- 
upon cancelled. All United States war vessels were thereafter rig- 
orously searched for contraband, and all articles subject to the pay- 
ment of duty on which no return had been made to the customs' of-j 
ficers .were confiscated as smuggled. 


Following these disclosures every United States warship enter- 


ing the harbor was boarded -by a customs inspector and a search of 
the vessel made. Navy officers have naturally chafed over the prac- 
tice, because of the implication conveyed that they are capable of de- 
scending" to the common level of smugglers,' and are fair objects 
of suspicion. Port Collector Stratton's acceptance of an honor 
schedule from officers of the navy' on entering port and discontinu- 
ing the search of the ship has relieved them from the humiliation 
of a customs inspector climbing aboard and treating them as smug- 
glers. They brought this humiliation upon themselves by their 
own conduct. It remains to be seen how closely they will respect 
the honor.schedule, system..

He does not reside in it, has no interests 
in it, and has little real practical know- 
ledge of Its condition, need and require- 
ments. He could not represent It ever 
were he 
able

was 


nominated by the boss, is backed by the,f 
boss, and If he is eleeteS he will be con- 
trolled by the boss, who has emphatically 
stated that the annexed district shall 
not have a commissioner.

curred, 176 appointments to public serv- 
ice were made from the city hall. Of 
these we received three, one policeman, 
one street inspector, and one. deputy city 
clerk. To be sure, our ten firemen were 
restored to their places, but those were 
not new appointments. In this the pro 
rata share of a section containing'within 
its limits one fourth of the population of 
Oakland? Does It not look like boss rule 
rather than good faith? We admit that 
these Jobs are of little moment, compared 
with our other great needs and require- 
ments at this time, and we would not 
refer to them had not the control of them 
been deemed a sufficient reason by Mr. 
Kelly to cause, him to nominate 
John 


Forrest, an outsider, against our resident 
representative candidate, P. C. Freder- 
ickson. 


It is claimed by those who oppose us in 


our Justified effort to secure representa- 
tion in the councils of -the city that we 
are allied with that bugbear of their ima- 
gination the "county ring." 
We desire 


to state in this matter that we do not 
know or consider the 
alleged 
"county 


ring," or any other combination. We are 
simply contending for our rights, for our 
.homes, for our vital interests; for -what is 
truly ours by every rule of honor, justice, 
and equity. Our opponents take much 
comfort to~themselves trom the assertion 
that the socialists, who are very strong 
and active In this district, will not vote 
with us at the coming election, 
even 


though they, have no candidate of their 
own for Commissioner No. 4. We are not 
dictating terms, or lines of political action 
to the socialists. 
They 
have 
shown 


themselves quite well able to make up 
their own minds in such matters. We 
know the socialists among us to be good 
citizens, fully alive to the situation and 
to their own interests. We do not assume 
them to be fools, as does the city admin- 
istration's and its dictator, Mr. Kelly. 


ISSUE IS NOT PERSONAL 


We are accused by the adherents of the 


city hall Idea, that is, "All for us, nothing 
for you," of making an undue personal 
fight upon Mr. Kelly for campaign pur- 
poses. We .desire to say that this charge 
is unfair and untrue. We believe that In 
most ways Mr, Kelly is a reputable and 
worthy citizen, and we cheerfully and 
willingly testify to the met that he Is a 
competent public official. His personality 
would never have entered our. thoughts 
had he not, with an unworthy motive, 
projected himself into a political situa- 
tion where he had no justifiable business. 
We stand for our right to representation 
for the annexed district, and for the pri- 
vilege of choosing our own representative, 
P. C. Frederickson, who is the almost 
universal choice of the people of that dis- 
trict, and whom we know to be a man 
who is not the pet, puppet, instrument or 
creature of any individual or combina- 
tion, political or otherwise. Mr. Kelly op- 
poses this privilege unjustly, 
unwisely 


and without legitimate reason or

San Francisco had as much to do with the rejuvenation of 
Oakland as had Oakland to do with the rebuilding ot ban Francisco.- In 
the abstract each has helped the other to expand and to grow financially 
strong, and right there the analogy ends. 
On that tragic Wednesday, April IS, 1906, when the habitations of San 


Francisco's citizens were falling about their ears like houses of cards, the 
residents of this city welcomed arid made comfortable the stricken refugees 
from across the bay. The hospitality then extended had naught In it of the 
mercenary, nor the self-seeking. It was a spontaneous outpouring of help- 
fullnoss and commiseration by a more fortunate people upon others, sore 
Btricken In body and estate. 
When the days of travail were past and the 


rank and file of San Franciscans returned to the ashes of their city to 
rehabilitate thoir homes and fortunes, most of them carried with them to 
that herculean task gentle and grateful thoughts of their neighbors on the 
cast shore of the bay, and It is but just to assert that the passing of time has 
been powerless to weaken 'the ties of friendship and understanding, rooted 
en the ono side in grateful remembrance of warm-hearted generosity and 
pity, and on the other side in respect and admiration for a people who, 
*Jiough down for a time, were never out. 


EACH CITY OF BEJOSJTT TO THE OTHER, 


Subsequent to the catastrophe referred' to there was an unusual demand 


tor homes here, due to the exodus from San Francisco, and In response 
thereto houses sprang into being as If by magic In all portions of Oakland 
and Its suburbs. 
That demand was, however, but transitory, in so far as | 
Ban Franciscans were concerned and their share in its continuance ended | 
during the earlier stages of the rebuilding of their city. 
Then, again, such 


share as San Franciscans had in the quickening o£ civic life in Oakland at 
that time was o'f a retiring nature, being confined for the most part to mak- 
ing this city a composite bedroom. 


Oakland's business life, neither before nor since the fire, has received 


any pa.rticular impetus from San Francisco commercial firms. The part the 
latter have played on the east shore of the bay has always been a negligible 
one. 
It is not, however, to be gainsaid that many persons go daily from 


Oakland to employments In San Francisco, but by far -the greater mimtaer 
of those persons were so dolu<f prior to April IS, 1906. 


EACH INDEPENDENT OF OTHER. 


It is pretty safe to assert that Oakland would be the self-same sort ot 


Oakland It is today if there never had been a San Francisco; and, by the 
same token, it is decidedly probable that San Francisco would be the same 
splendid city It 's were there no Oakland. Each is, however, so situated as 
regards propinquity that their commercial lines continually cross and in- 
termingle, making It at times difficult to differentiate between the meum et 
tuum of the proposition. 
To this confusion is in large measure due the im- 


pression which prevails In some quarters that the past, present arid future 
of Oakland are pjfcrt and parcel with that of San Francisco. 


As a matter of fact, San Francisco has, in the past, derived more direct 


benefit from its nearness to Oakland than is true In the reverse sense, ref- 
erence being had to the hundreds of thousands of dollars Oaklanders have 
leit in the retail shopping district across the bay. Now, however, Oakland 
retailers are retaining the local trade, the condition being due to the fact 
that stocks of goods are at all times kept up to the standard of modernness 
and quality.

HE apparent lack of punching- power and the scarcity of 


clean-cut knock-outs in the boxing contests of today has 
caused considerable debate on the modern and old-time 
methods of boxing and training, and many is the fellow 
\vho has wondered how and why the punishing power 
of the modern boxer has decreased without ever taking 


time to try fathoming the cause. With but rare exceptions ,do the 
boxers of todav hit like the old-timers did, and when a real hitter 
lick Stanley Ketchel comes along- the fans go wild over him. There 
are many reasons for this lack of finishing power of the up-to-date 
boxer, but the two principal ones are the lack of care as to foot-work 


and the light air-bag which the 
modern gymnasium seems incom- 
plete without. To me it would 
seem that the "principal cause-for 
the falling off in the hitting is 
clue to the light punching bag 
which every boxer feels he must 
pound a tatto on every afternoon 
of his training. 


In the old days of small purses 


and training camps in the lofts of 
the neighbors' barns the fighters 
were glad to pound away on a 
sac kof sand, saw-dust or waste 
material of any kind, and as a 
consequence they were, sure to 
develop a hitting power through 
the fact that the resistance given 


by the heavy bag was sure to develop the muscles necessary and 
also the knack of hitting- straight from the shoulder with the weight 
of the body behind the blow. You see, it was necessary that the 
bio wshould be landed correctly because the careless landing of a 
punch on the heavy bag1 might mean a sprained wrist

Dodge, president of the as- 
sociation of "antis," had grasped the 
opportunity.

worked for a big demonstration In the 
way of a suffrage parade were well 
pleased. 
Practically all the suffrage 
societies in the city, except Mrs. Bcl- 
mont's Political Equality League, were

had been participating- in the work of 
preparation. 


The gathering of the clans, began 


long before 4 o'clock, the time set for 
the start of the parade, and crowds 
oL' interested onlookers formed along 
the line of march as early as 2 o'clock.

children born die before school age, has 
alarmed the local health authorities. 


The board has sent out to mothers 
a 


book of rules for the care of babies. The 
instructions in part follow: 
Baby's feeding should be regular as 


clockwork, never oftener than 2% hours, 
or better,-every three hours. 
Give cold boiled water - between fead- 


inga. 
Don't stick a comforter or nipple in 


baby's mouth .every time it cries. 


BOIL THE 
BOTTLES. 


I Bottles and 
nipples must be boiled 


every day and should be of such shape 
that they can easily be cleaned. 
Never 
use long rubber tube to connect nursing 
bottle with nipple, for it cannot be thor- 
oughly cleaned. 
Don't use food baby leaves in the bot- 


tle, 
but immediately pour it out and 


rinse the bottle thoroughly. 
Keep the milk covered and cold in a 
window where the air blows or in a pan 
of cold water or in an ice chest. 
Keep .nipples and bottles In a large 


covered bowl containing a teaspoonful 
of baking soda and 
a 
teaspoonful of 
borax to the quart. 
Clean each time 
after using. 


Keep flies 
Euway from the baby 
and 


its food. 
Flies carry disease. 
Take baby outdoors several hours 
a 


day and keep window open where 
It 
sleeps.

Do not let baby sleep in the same bad 


with an older person. 
Keep baby clean. 
Bathe it daily. 
Dress baby as lightly as possible, but 
sec that its hands and, feet are warm. 


Give no medicine to baby without a 
physician's order.
